A $300,000,000 ‘tax reduction has a 
good chance in the conflict of views 
between the Treasury and the Demo- 
crats, it was indicated yesterday as 
the House ways and means committee 
continued with its open hearings. 

A number of Republicans are for a 
higher slash than recommended by the 
Treasury, while the Democrats already 
have embarked upon their campaign 
for a reduction of $400,000,000. And in 
this they have the powerful support, 
of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Both Representative Garner, ranking 
minority member of the House ways 
and means committee, and Senator 
Simmons, who occupies a similar posi- 
tion in the Upper House, issued state- 
ments declaring for a $400,000,000 re- 
duction. On the application of the 
increased reduction over thé $225,000,- 
0cO recommended by the Treasury, they 
do not go together all the way. Sena- 
tor Simmons agrees with the Treasury 
that the estate tax should be repealed 
and he is interested in relieving the 
impost on tobacco. The senator also 
wants the repeal of the admissions 
and amusement taxes, and he agrees 
with the Treasury for a revision of in- 
come taxes in the intermediate brackets. 

Mr. Garner, on the other hand, is 
against the repeal of the estate tax and 
he can not get enthusiastic about the 
revision in the intermediate brackets. 

But they both agree that the cor- 
poration income levy should be reduced 
lower than the 1% per cent recom- 
mended by the Treasury. 

Green Holds Figures Too Low. 


Coupled with their view on the total! 
reduction to be given are the apparent 
beliefs by some Republicans that the 
Treasury recommendation of $225,000,- 
000 is too low. Chairman Green, of the 
Ways and Means Committee, seems to 
share this belief, as does Representative 
Bachrach, of New Jersey, a member of 
the committee. Senator Smoot chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Committee, 
has based all of his predictions around 
the $300,000,000 figure, but he has not 
commented on the Treasury’s recom- 
mendation.

Edison’s Rubber Research 
Made As War Measure| 


Inventor, Sure Conflict Is Coming, Wants America Pre- 
pared—His Expeditious Work in Cooperation 


With Firestone and Ford. 


: 


New York, Nov. 1 (A.P.).—Thomas A. 
Edison is conducting his research into 
the field of ruber production as a war 
preparedness measure, he has revealed 
in an interview to be published tomor- 
row in the December issue of Popular 
Science Monthly. His objective is the 
discovery of a plant which will produce 
rubber quickly in America in the event 
of a war with Europe. 

The inventor made it clear that he 
is not interested in rubber as a com- 
mercial produc*, but only for war 
emergency purposes. 

“Don’t make any mistake about that 

ar,” he said. “It will come. We may 
run along for a good many. years with- 
out it, but sooner or later the nations 
of Europe will combine against the 
United States. The first thing they 
will do will be to cut off our rubber 
supply.” 

Edison also disclosed that, with the 
cooperation of Henry Ford and Harvey 
Firestone, the tire magnate, he is con- 
ducting researches in all parts of the 
world, in addition to personally working 
on the problem at his West Orange, N. 
J.. home. They have worked out a 
definite objective by comparison of 


what Edison was to seek with existing 
standards, and a scientific expedition 
has been sent on a year’s tour of south- 
west American desert régions, while 
other agents are in South America, Asia 
and Africa, he revealed. 

“What we must find is something 
that will give an adequate supply of 
rubber at a price of around $2 a 
pound,” he said. “That would be a 
high price in peace time, but in time 
of war there would not even be an 
end to joy-riding with rubber at $2 a 
pound.” 

To produce rubber at that figure, he 
said, something must be found which 
will produce an annual crop, a seed the 
farmer can sow by machinery, that 
will mature in eight or nine months, 
can be harvested by machinery and 
from which rubber can be obtained by 
processes almost entirely mechanical. 
It must be something which will stand 
light frosts, he said. 

America uses 400,000 tons of rubber 
annually and always will be dependent 
on the tropics for its peace time sup- 
ply, Mr. Edison said, both because the 
rubber tree is not adaptable to this

WAS PLANNING RETURN 


Grand Forks, N. Dak., Nov. 1 (A.P.). 
Capture of a messenger seeking $5,000 
for Grover Cleveland Bergdol!l, notori- 
ous American draft evader, was revealed 
here today by immigration officers who 
said they believed Bergdoll intended to 
use the money to return to the United 
States. 

The messenger, a 26-year-old German 
named Martin Scheuch, was captured 
at St. Vincent, Minn., the point of entry 
from which Bergdoll is reported to have 
fled the country. The capture was 
made some time ago, the officers said, 
and Scheuch has already been deported 
to Germany. 

O. B. Hollon, district director of the 
Federal immigration service, said that 
Scheuch’s identity was not made public 
at the time of his arrest as both the 
immigration service and the Depart-: 
ment of Justice were working on the 
case. 

Authorities said that Scheuch car- 
ried a note from Bergdoll to his mother 
gsking that she send him $5,000 as soon 
as possible and saying that he would 
be in the United States, soon, return- 
ing “my way.” They assumed that “my 
way” meant through St. Vincent, where 
he left the country. 

When captured, Scheuch attempted 
to get a revolver out of his baggage, in- 
tending, he said, to commit suicide be- 
cause he felt disgraced through his 
failure to carry out an errand of honor. 
He refused to say anything about Berg- 
doll.

-YEAR-OLD SCHEME 


Plan Was Submitted by 
North American Co. 
to Commissioners. 


WAS THEN OPPOSED 
BY LIEUT. COL. BELL 


Engineer Officer Took Stand 
Against Agreed Valuation 
as Basis for Return. 


The street car merger plan, sub- 
mitted by Harley P. Wilson, a director 
of the.North American Co., of New 
York, which is part owner of the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co., is not 
new, but with a few minor changes of 
detail is the identical plan submitted 
by representatives of the same com- 
pany to the District Commissioners in 
executive session two years ago. This 
was learned at the District Building 
yesterday. 

At that time the District Commis- 
sioners also were the members of the 
Public Utilities Commission. Present 
at the meeting at which the plan was 
discussed were Lieut. Col. J. Franklin 
Bell, former Engineer Commissioner and 
chairman of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, and former Commissioners 
Frederick A. Fenning and Cuno H. Ru- 
dolph. 

F. W. Doolittle, one of the officers 
of the North American Co., made a 
trip to Washington from New York to 
submit the plan. At the conference 
with the Commissioners were officials 
also of the Washington Railway é& Elec- 
tric Co. 

Features Are Same. 

Not only was the sliding scale of 
car fares to guarantee 7 per cent re- 
turn, referred to by street railway men 
as the service at cost plan, a main 
feature of Doolittle’s proposal, as it 
is now of Wilson’s, but the same sum, 
$3,500,000, was named as the base of 
the annual earnings that would be 
necessary. It was proposed, as in .the 
Wilson plan, that the car companies 
be merged on in agreed capit&élization 
of $50,000,000 in order to obtain the 
annual return of $3,500,000, 7 per cent 
of the suggested initial capital account. 

Col. Bell opposed it. He was against 
any agreed valuation’ He said a mer- 
ger was desirable and necessary, but 
that the companies should merge and 
then earn what they could under regu- 
lation. Former Commissioner Rudolph 
was opposed to the _ service-at-cost 
feature of the plan. Former Commis- 
sioner Fenning favored the proposal in 
general. It never reached the point of 
consideration of details.

Goldsborough, who, in addition to 
being a navigator,.also is an experi- 
enced radio operator, probably will have 
his duties confined to handling the 
plane’s radio equipment, the woman 
flier declared, in view of the fact that 
Balchen is an expert navigator as well 
as a pilot. 

Clarence D. Chamberlin and Thea 
Rasche today were talked of as candi- 
dates for the jobof piloting The Dawn 
to Europe. 

Chamberlin, who has piloted one 
plane over the Atlantic, when, with 
Charles A. Levine as a passenger, he 
landed in Germany, eliminated him- 
self after a test flight in Mrs, Gray- 
son’s plane with the announcement 
that he was not contemplating another 
flight to Europe at this time. 

Mrs. Grayson eliminated Thea 
Rasche, the German aviatrix, who was 
reported to have offered to pilot the 
plane in an all-women transatlantic 
flight. 

“Don’t be ridiculous,” Mrs. Grayson 
said when asked about Thea Rasche’s 
offer, “Miss Rasche has never been con- 
sidered.”

PRESS REPLACES TPTORS

Le ton, Ky., Nov 1.—For the first 
time in Lexington’s history its school 
childrenjare learning their daily les- 
sons frém the newspapers. All chil- 
dren 16 years old and under today 
were barred from schools, theaters, 
churches, Sunday schools or other 
gatherings because of presence here of 
infantile paralysis. City schools are 
closed indefinitely. Classes in some 
county schools likewise have been 
suspended. 

The two-Lexington daily newspapers, 
when requested, offered all the space 
required and columns were used to tell 
every student, from kindergarten age 
up, what his or her lessons were to be 
for the remainder of the week. 

Although Latin and Frech phrases 
might have bothered an occasional 
printer to some extent, the proof- 
readers attend to the errors. The 
pages where the lessons were to be 
found were given in the published 
courses. 

The students had only to sit back at 
home and study. Since the pupils are 
virtually quarantined, teachers will not 
visit them at their homes. Each pupil 
has been instructed to keep a record 
of study periods and when the ban is 
lifted he or she will submit lessons and 
papers for such credits as may have 
been earned. 

Authorities asked parents to see that 
their children study the allotted time 
and to hear the lessons for them. 
Parents and pupils entered enthusias- 
tically into the arrangement. Pupils 


are also put on a sort of “honor system” 
to study carefully. 

Approximately 10,000 students are af- 
fected. Although only three cases. of 
infantile paralysis existed when the 
Order went into effect, the health and 
school authorities decided on the move 
to prevent possible spread of the dis- 
ease., Streets and parks are also closed 
to children by police.

Proceedings in the Fall-Sinclair con- 
spiracy trial came to an abrupt and 
sensational’ halt yesterday morning 
within a few minutes after court con- 
vened and a mistrial is now expected. 
The assumption that a mistrial will be 
ordered is based upon the fact that 
defense counsel joined with counsel 
for the Government in requesting 
Justice Siddons to declare a mistrial. 

Government counsel, through former 
Senator Atlee Pomerene, presented 
charges of such a character that Jus- 
tice Siddons adjourned court to con- 
sult the matter with opposing counsel 
in chambers, after which final decision 
of the court was withheld until 10 
o’clock this morning 

The charges, in the form of affi- 
davits, are of the following character: 

That there had been intimate, ob- 
jectionable and improper surveillance 
of the jury by operatives of the Burns 
Detective Agency. 

That Edward J. Kidwell, one of the 
jurors, referred to Harry F. Sinclair as 
“a democratic fellow and all right,” 
and said he would be very much dis- 
appointed if he did not get an. auto- 
mobile a block long, and also said that 
members of the jury played cards on 
one occasion and that one of the 
jurors had “gone broke.” 


Both Sides Ask Mistrial. 


When Pomerene presented the affi- 
davits at the opening of court Justice 
Siddons, after reflection, suggested that 
the matter be taken up in chambers. 
When the contents of the affidavits 
became known defense counsel joined 
counsel for the Government in asking 
for a mistrial. 

The conference in chambers lasted 
until 11:15, and adjournment was taken 
until 1:30. At that hour Justice Sid- 
dois again adjourned court until this 
morning, when he said he would an- 
nounce his decision. 


Defense Counsel’s Statement. 


The following statement was issued 
last night on behalf of counsel for the 
defense by Martin W. Littleton and 
George P. Hoover:

City Alters Towel Buying 
After Efficiency Report 


Bureau’s Declaration That Two and a Half Times Too 
Much Was Paid for Four Years Was Not Made 
Public by Commissioners. 


The District Commissioners, it» was 
discovered yesterday, failed to make 
public a report of the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency, submitted to them October 
17, revealing that for four years the 
municipal government psid two and a 
alf times as much for paper towels as 
it needed to pay and as it pays now, 
since the towels have been bought 
under the new arrangement with the 
general supply committee in combi- 
nation with similar purchases for the 
Federal Government. 

A fortnight or so ago paper towels 
used in the schools and in the wash- 
rooms of the District Building were 
changed to a less expensive grade. 
The new and cheaper towels are of 
lighter paper, but are said by pur- 
chasing officials to have a_ greater 
quality of absorption. 

This change in towels recalled public 
discussion several months ago when 
the school system complained that it 
did, not have enough money to supply 
public school pupiis with as many 
towels ‘as they ought to have. 

Inquiry revealed that the Bureau of 
Efficiency had recommended against 


the proprietary brand of paper towel 
that was being bought at $6 per case 
of 3,750 towels without competitive 
bidding and that the officials had 
agreed to use towels bought by the 
general supply committee at $2.42 per 
case, thereby enabling the schools to 
acquire two and a half times as many 
towels for the same money. 

The Commissioners, who adhere in 
general to the policy of making public 
Bureau of Efficiency reports upon re- 
ceipt, did not give out the report de- 
scribing the practice of buying $6 tow- 
els. The bureau report they sent to 
the filés unpublished was prepared by 
A. G. Thomas and V. P. Simmons. 

School officials are now making ef- 
forts to save the Government about 
$2,000, the cost of installing equipment 
which will take care of the new tow- 
els. It is pointed out that the equip- 
ment in the schools was designed for 
use in connection with the towels for- 
merly used and is not of the proper 
type for the new style of towel. It 
was at first believed that it would all 
syhave to be scrapped, but officials now 
believe they will be able to save some 


if not all of it.

Covell who was the author 
of the bill proposéd before the last 
Congress to induce the company to 
merge through use of a system of re- 
wards and penalties. He was formerly 
liaison officer in merger matters be- 
tween the companies and the old Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission. He said: 

“The trustees mentioned in Wilson's 
communication are a logical factor in a 
cost-plus operation, but they should 
not be separate from the utilities com- 
mission. The members of the utilities 
commission should, themselves, be the 
trustees, clothed with whatever few 
additional powers may be necessary for 
them to act as such. 


Would Eliminate Trustees. 


“The members of the commission 
have plenty of time to do the work, It 
would require addition to their staff of 
only two or three clerks and would 
eltminate the salaries of three highiy- 
paid independent trustees with large 
staffs and rental of offices. This item 
alone would represent 7 per cent return 


on investment of half.a million dollars 


and would tend to keep car fare down. 

“The Wilson-plan rests in part on its 
author’s estimate that the merger would 
effect operating economies of $1,000,000 
& year. This is a new thought as com- 
ing from the company officials. At a 
merger hearing two years or so ago, rep- 
resentatives of citizens associations as- 
serted that such economies would fol- 
low. The officers of the street railways 
said economies would reach nowhere 
near so large a yearly total. 

“Another item of the plan, as stated, 
that should be examined with great 
care is the proposal that the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. enter into a long- 
term contract to supply electric cur- 


rent to the new street railway company 


at a price less than now charged both 
companies. 

“This suggestion is not set forth in 
any detail nor very definitely. If it 


means the price for current is to be 
lower than now charged the Capital 
Traction Co. by the power company, 
well and good. The power company 
charges the Capital Traction Co. much 
more than it does the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co., its owner. 

“But if the current is to be supplied 
cheaper than now sold to the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co—well, it 
would depend on how much cheaper, 
perhaps. The power company should 
not sell current to the street railway 
below cost, thus subsidizing the transit 
company. To do so might keep elec- 
tric light and power rates up instead of 
letting them be annually cecreased as 
at present under the consent decree. 
That is, electricity consumers might be 
paying part of the car fare bill of an- 
other large section of the community.”

Chamber of Commerce Adopts 
Report Showing Sentiment 
for Towns’ Incorporation. 


NOTABLES GO TO DINNER 


The movement for incorporation of 
28 communities and towns of Upper 
Prince Georges County into a city re- 
ceived impetus last night at the busi- 
ness meeting and banquet of the 
Hyattsville Chamber of Commerce, at 
which Gov. Ritchie of Maryland was 
guest of honor. 

The chamber, in a meeting at the 
Municipal Building preceding the ban- 
quet adopted the report submitted by 
the committee appointed to sound pub- 
lic sentiment in regard to the merger. 
The report, submitted by Arthur P. 
Owen, chairman, asserted that senti- 
ment generally was in favor of the 
project. He reported that the people 
greatly are interested and are eager 
to learn the details of the proposal. 
Only at one meeting was opposition 
to the project expressed, he reported, 
and this was at a meeting of the 
Greater Bladensburg District Citizens’ 
Association, when “three old landmarks 
opposed it because they feared it would 
mean more taxes.” 

Gov. Ritchie spoke briefly at the 
banquet, having to leave early because 
of the illness of his mother. He did 
not touch on the city movement, but 
said new civic problems constantly are 
arising due to the development of the 
State. He expressed confidence that 
the Hyattsville section would meet its 
problems wisely and well. 

Senator Smith W. Brookhart, of lowa, 
took a shot at prosperity, declaring 
that it didn’t exist. He said 90 per cent 
of the farmers are losing money. Dr. 
H. T. Willis, mayor of Hyatstville, laud- 
ed the city project and said it was 
brought to a head at this time because 
of the development of the communities 
affected 

The Rev. B. P. Robertson, pastor. of 
the Hyattsville Baptist Church, pro- 
nounced the invocation. L. L. Gray, 
president of the chamber, gave a brief 
introductory talk welcoming the guests.

Her First Engagement Was in 
Company With Maude 
Adams’ Mother. 


Portland, Me., Nov. 1 (A.P.).— Mrs. 
Marion Josephine King, wife of Louis 
M. King, of this city, and for many 
years prominent in the dramatic world 
as Josephine Cameron, died today at 
the age of 79 years. Her first husband 
was Philip A. Cohen, a New Orleans 
merchant. 

Josephine Cameron made her debut 
as a leading lady in San Francisco in 
1879 as Julia in “The Hunchback,” her 
support including Adelaide Stanhope 
Louis Morrison, A. D. Bradley, Charles 
Bishop and other widely known actors 
of that period. Her first engagement 
was in Portland, Oreg., with a stock 
company, in which Maude Adams’ 
mother was the leading woman and 
little Maude played child parts.

Conference Here Also Votes 
to Ask for Automatic 
Seale of Advances.

Representatives of clerical and gen- 
eral civilian employes of navy yards 
and other shore stations yesterday 
agreed in conferénce here on the 
recommendations which they will sub- 
mit today to the departmental board 
of review on wages. The recommenda- 
tions urge a general imcrease of about 
25 per cent in wages

Pay Less Than in 1920. 


In the recommendations as drawn 
yesterday by the representatives of 
the workers, they say: “We invite the 
board’s attention to the fact that 
some of the supervising clerks reccive 
less compensation than. they received 
in the year 1920. This reason alone, 
aside from many other reasons that 
are advanced by the several local 
boards in the country, should influence 
the board in determining upon a 
course of action that will fix rates of 
pay comparative to those received by 
employes in private establishments 
and at the same time make such 
recommendations to the Secretary of 
the Navy as will provide additional 
appropriations under the several ap- 
propriations chargeable with the pay 
of the cierical forces.” 

The conference voted to ask the 
board to establish an automatic scale 
of increases to be given employes at 
stated periods so long as their work is 
satisfactory. It was also voted to ask 
the board to put into effect the new 
schedule at the beginning of the fiscal 
year instead of the calendar year.

Southern Conference on Farm Problema. 

Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas, 
demanded that the farmer be put on a 
basis of equality with other industries. 
He said he hoped the next Congress 
would pass the McNary-Haugen bill or 
some other measure to assist farmers 
in getting a fair price. Any legislation 
enacted, he said, must deal with the 
problem of farm surplus and must aid 
the farmer in organizing for marketing 
purposes. 

“Controlled marketing on a large 
scale by the farmers themselves must 
have a large place in the relief pro- 
gram. In an average year the pro- 
ducers of the United States receive 
$10,000,000,000 for their farm products, 
for which the consumers pay $30,000,- 
000,000,” he stated. 

The apparent fact that the 
tributors of these products can. not 
handle them for less than two-thirds 
of the selling price, or twice as much 
as the farmer gets, shows that a great 
Opportunity awaits agriculture when 
it shall organize by commodity groups 
for national and for export marketing 
and reduce its standing army of toll- 
takers,”’ the senator declared, 


Favors Tariff Adjustment. 


Dr. Henry C. Taylor, of the Institute 
of Land Economics of Northwestern 
University, spoke in favor of tariff ad- 
justment. 

“The real difficulty,” he said, “is 
that the prices farmers pay for what 
they buy in the United States are on 
an abnormally high basis relative to 
prices in world markets in which the 
farmers sell their surplus.” 

Dr. Taylor advocated the debenture 
plan for making the tariff excessive, 
saying the export commission plan, ap- 
pearing in the McNary-Haugen bill, is 
less simple and proposes to assess the 
cost of disposing of the surplus to the 
producers. 

‘*Ihe administration,” he said, “ob- 
jected to farm legislation because it 
might stimulate production, and then 
approved an appropriation of 870,000,- 
000 to expand the agricultural area 
through reclamation. It objected to 
farm relief as increasing prices of food 
and raw material, and then approved a 
50 per cent increase in the tariff on 
pig iron. It soon became evident “eco- 
nomically sound,” was being used b 
the administration in a political and 
not in an economic sense.” 


Dr. Taylor paid tribute to the late} 


Henry C. Wallace, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, who, he said, had stood high with 
President Harding, but “could make no 
progress in getting President Coolidge 
to understand the agriculture situa- 
tion.” 

Former Gov. George W. Donaghey of 
Arkansas made a reference to Lowden’s 
candidacy which brought applause. 

“Illinois,” he said, “has citizens who 
might give this country more protection 
than those of Massachusetts or some 
other Eastern State.” 

He said “yellow dog” partisanship 
should be forgotten, and added, “you 
can’t explain away this situation by 
saying that prosperity is just around 
the corner. Not a dollar of the $20,- 
000,000,000 lost in 1920° has been 
regained.” 


McMullen Scores Borah. 


Gov. Adam McMullen of Nebraska 
attacked Senator Borah for “his at- 
tempt to stem the movement toward 
Gov. Gowden,” and asserted Borah had 
“no other purpose than to divide 
Western farmers in the interest of 
Eastern reactionaries.” 

Gov. McMullen, Republican, termed 
President Coolidge’s veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill the “crowning act of 
disregard of party pledges.” He de- 
manded a similar measure be passed 
and again be sent to the President. Any 
measure presented, he said, should con- 
tain the principle of equalization and 
take care of surplus crops. 

Gov. McMullen was appointed chair- 
man of a resolutions committee of ap- 
proximately 30 members which will re- 
port tomorrow.

Pointing out that the tobacco tax is 
a consumption tax, he said that when 
“it is so high as to limit and circum- 
scribe the market for the manufactured 
product, there is a temptation to put 
a part of it upon the farmer who pro- 
duces the raw material by reducing 
the price paid for the raw product.” 

Chester R. Gray, Washington repre- 
sentative of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, opposed a reduction 
in the corporation tax. He told the 
committee the tax burden is not suf- 
ficiently distributed, saying that a min- 
imum of 75 per cent of the revenue 
should be derived from those. with 
ability to pay and 25 per cent from 
those “under necessity to consume.” 
He favored repeal of the automobile tax 
because the automobile is a necessity 
to the farmer.

Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 1 (A.P.).—

tions of card prohibition agents in 
various sections of the State. 


In a letter to State Prohibition Com- 
missioner B. F. McDonald, today Sena- 
tor Herbert declared that if Gov. Dona- 
hey calls the general assembly into 
special session for any purpose, he 
would demand an investigation. He 
cited alleged “framing” of 9 justice of 
the peace in Auglaise County by a pro- 
hibition agent; alleged operation of a 
wholesale “pardon mill” at the Canton 
workhouse. 

Alleged dictation by Antisaloon 
League attorney: and superintendent of 
State prohibition agents. 

The letter said McDonald would be 
asked to explain,. “in exposing the 
depths of depravity to which enforce- 
ment has descended in this State,” 
the following: 

“1. The planting of liquor upon the 
premises and person of innocent people, 

“2. The transfer of confiscated liquor 
from one court to another to be used 
in the latter’s court as evidence. 

“3. The utilizing of the inspectors of 
your department at taxpayers’ expense 
to serve the aims and whims of political 
drys. 

“4, The usurpation by attorneys of 
the Antisaloon League of the legal 
prerogatives of duly elected and quali- 
fled prosecuting attorneys. 

“3. The wholesale pardoning of con- 
victed bootleggers from the workhouse 
in Canton far above the average in 
other counties. 

“6. Your silence when atrocious con- 
ditions in enforcement are brought to 
your attention. 

“7. The use of forged search warrants 
in raiding homes upon mere suspicion.” 

The greater part of Senator Herbert's 
letter is devoted to the alleged “fram- 
ing” of J. G. Belcher, justice of the 
peace, at Wapakoneta, Ohio, in August, 
1925, by a prohibition agent and several 
accomplices, and the subsequent con- 
viction of Belcher for using alleged false 
evidence obtaintd from the safe in 
the office of Mayor J. W. Agenbroad of 
the village of Lockington, in the may- 
or’s absence. The case has been in- 
vestigated by Federal au’orities in the 
Toledo Federal court district and will 
be brought to the attention of the Fed- 
eral grand jury at Toledo as soon as 
it convenes. 

“Card prohibition agents,” referred to 
to in the letter, do not draw a regular 
agent’s salary. They are part-time depu- 
ties who receive only a small percen- 
tage of fines for serving in raids,

PLANG FOR CUBAN TRIP 


Hughes Named Head of U. S. 
Delegation at Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference. 


THREE ENVOYS IN GROUP 


(Associated Press.) 


Plans for President Coolidge’s pros- 
pective trip to Cuba to attend the Pan- 
American Congress were discussed yes- 
terday at the White House, simulta- 
neously with the naming of the dele- 
gation, headed by Charles Evans Hughés, 
which will represent this Government 
at the deliberations, which open Janu- 
ary 16 in Havana. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Cool- 
idge intends to show his admiration 
for the island republic as well as his 
friendly feeling for the nations of Cen- 
tral and South America by his pres- 
ence at the congress, and likewise that 
the dclegation of distinguished citi- 
zens he selected for this country’s par- 
ticlpation was indicative of the im- 
portance he attaches to the conference. 

In addition to Mr. Hughes, the dele- 
gation is composed of Ambassador 
Fletcher and Ambassador Morrow, who 
will come respectively from Rome and 
Mexico City for the meeting; former 
Senator Oscar Underwood, of Alabama; 
Morgan J. O’Brien, lawyer, of New York; 
James Scott Brown, author of several 
books on international law; Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, president of Leland Stanford 
University, and Dr. L. 8S. Rowe, director 
of the Pan-American Union. To this 
list the new Ambassador to Cuba will 
be added as soon as he is appointed. 

The President discussed plans for his 
proposed trip with Senator Fletcher, of 
Florida, who expressed the hope that 
Mr. Coolidge would be able to make 
brief stops at several Florida cities on 
his way South and returning.

Hankow and Nanking Asked 
to Conference; Split With 
Groups Seen. 


Shanghal, Noy. 1 (A.P.).—A new deal 
in the Chinese political situation with 
Canton again assuming a place of 
leadership in the nationalist movement 
and Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, former na- 
tionalist generalissimo, back in harness, 
appeared imminent today. 

Leading figures in the original na- 
tionalist movement which was cradled 
at Canton, Including Wang Ching-Wel 
and Li Chai-Sum, Canton’s military 
dictator, meeting in Canton, adopted 
a resolution declaring that the time has 
arrived for the reestablishment in Can- 
ton of a true nationalist government 


under purely civilian control embody- 
ing the ideals of the late Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, Chinese first president and founder 
of the nationalist movement. 


Chiang to Be Recalled. 


At the same time official foreign dis- 
patches from Canton stated that 
Chiang Kai-Shek, who now is in Tokyo, 
is slated to assume command of the 
military—forces of the newly proposed 
Canton government. Gen. Chiang, one 
of the most youthful of China’s mill- 
tary figures and one of the most suc- 
cessful, dropped from the military pic- 
ture ever since his resignation of the 
supreme command in the soyth several 
months ago after the nationatist regime 
had split in two with its respective 
headquarters in Hankow and Nanking. 

Dispatches received here further state 
that the group seeking a new Cantonese 
government intends to seek Japanese 
advisers, and failing that to seek a re- 
turn of the Russian administration 
similar to the one in Canton last year 
prior to the original Canton drive 
northwest, which resulted in the re- 
moval of the nationalist, or as it was 
then known, the Cantonese govern- 
ment, to Hankow. 


Tired of Quarrels. 


The leaders of the Canton movement, 
who are reported as disgusted with the 
quarreling between Hankow and Nan- 
king, which has resulted in pitched 
battles between the two, also decided 
to call a general conference at which 
Canton’s position will be set forth and 
the other nationalist committee groups 
invited to join Canton if they desire. 

The Canton group did not issue any 
ultimatum breaking off with Hankow 
and Nanking, but foreign observers be- 
lieve that today’s developments amount- 
ed virtually to a severance of Canton’s 
relations with the Yangtze Valley 
groups. 

T. V. Soong, brother of Mme. Sun Yat 
Sen, widow of the nationalist leader, 
is believed about to take over the finan- 
cial direction of the Canton regime. 
He held a similar post at Nanking.

They 
whispered to the bailiffs with hope of 
getting within the crowded trial cham- 
ber. They whispered with each other 


| as they stood in line for place and were 
caught in a maelstrom of whispers if}. 


' they finally reached the benches of the 
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court chamber. 

There they were in good company. 
Members of counsel for the Government 
and defense were engaged in low-voiced 
colloquy. Visiting members of the bar, 
who occupied every available seat re- 
served for them, buzzed back and forth 
in low tones. Newspaper men threw off 
speculation as to what was to come 
with the seconds. Court attendants 
whispered among themselves, devising 
ways and means for getting in another 
person when there was no apparent 
room. 

The entry of Justice Frederic L. Sid- 
dons stayed the whispering momentarily 
but not the contagion. When Atlee 
Pomerene, of Government counsel, rose 
to inform the court that there was a 
matter of the “gravest import” which 
he wished to place before it, only the 
fact that every person present was 
straining for what he had to say made 
his remarks audible. The interchanging 
voices sank as Mr. Pomerene and Justice 
Siddons discussed whether jury or pub- 
lic, or both, should be denied the op- 
portunity to listen in on what was 
about to be said. It was hard to gather 
anything but that the discussion would 
be resumed “in chambers,” and not 
where the world might hear. 


Speculation Takes Wide Range. 


The retirement was the fillip that 
the whispering needed. Here was some- 
thing to exchange confidences about, 
something to wonder over, a thing from 
which surmises could be drawn and any 
desired conclusion reached. It was easy 
in the next hour and a half to hear any- 
thing that the human mind could 
imagine. 

There was only one spot, the corridor 
outside Justice Siddons’ chamber. 
where there was even a hope of trans- 
ferring whispers into fact, but there 
was no such transformation there for 
those who stood on the outside. At- 


torneys emerged at intervals in whis- 


pers or in silence. They looked even 
more mysterious than they acted and 
gradually the spectators worked their 
way back toward the courtroom door’so 
as to be ready if and when the court 
should return. But there were only 
more whispers, stranger whispers, more 
fantastic whispers than ever before. A 
voice would have created as 
great a sensation as a bomb dropped 
into the middle of the building. 

Whispers scattered but did not end 
when it was announced that a recess 
had been taken until 1:30. Men who 
had been in the judge’s chamber whis- 
pered noncommital replies to whisper- 
ing questioners and hardly more than 
breathed when they addressed each 
other. Attendants in cafeterias and 
lunchrooms close to the courthouse 
strained to hear the orders which they 
received. Voices so long stilled could 
not suddenly be raised again. 


Whisperers Guess Mistrial, 


Back to the courthouse and whispers. 
Whispers of grand jury action going on 
at the moment. These whispers dis- 
proved, there were whispers of the con- 
tents of the affidavits. Gradually some

close intimate, objectionable and im- 
proper surveillance, the details of 
which are more fully set out in the 
accompanying affidavit made by the 
said Walter M. Shea. 

“I aver further that the said opera- 
tions were conducted and the results 
of the same are reported by the said 
Cc. G. Ruddy and G. H. Robbins to one 
Day, whose correct name I am informed 
is A. Mason Day, and who is registered 
at the Mayflower Hotel in Washington, 
D. C., where also the defendant, Harry 
F. Sinclair, is registered. 

-“] further aver that said reports 
were at times rendered to the said 
Day at the home of Donald Woodward, 
2118 LeRoy place, Washington, D. C. 

“J aver that the said Day was what 
is known as the ‘contact man’ between 
the real’ employer and said Burns De- 
tective Agency in this behalf and the 
said Ruddy acting as manager of the 
operatives In Washington, D. C. It is 
my belief and I aver that the real 
employer of said detectives is Harry <. 
Sinclair, a defendant in this cause. I 
have not yet been able to interview 
said Woodward and Day and am, there- 
fore, unable to state what they will 
say as to who enlisted their services 
in this matter. 


Calls Activity Improper. 


“I aver that there have been since 
on or about October 18, 1927, the date 
on which the jury was sworn in said 
cause, at various times, some or all of 
sixteen detective employes working in 
Washington as above set forth. 

“I aver, as will be more fully shown 
in detail in the accompanying affidavit 
of Walter M. Shea, that the activities 
of said detectives have been inimical 
to the proper administration of justice 
in this court, wholly improper and 
without warrant in law or otherwise. 

“T aver that said reports show in de- 
tail and by clear implication that the 
purpose of much of the work done by 
said detectives was to find contacts and 
relationships of the jurors for some ul- 
terior and improper purpose, 

“All of which facts are just and true.” 


Shea Describes Search. 


The affidavit of William M. Shea, 
United States assistant attorney, read; 
“Tam an assistant U.S. attorney for the 
District of Columbia. I have knowledge 
that on October 31, 1927, a search war- 
rant was issued by the U. S. Commis- 
sioner Needham C. Turnage, directed 
to the Deputy U.S. Marshals John J. 
Clarkson and Constance Cerimele to 
search room 111E, Wardman Park 
Hotel. 

“They found Messrs. Charles C, 
Ruddy and G. H. Robbins in said 
premises at the time of said search. 
They obtained a folder containing a 
very large nuimber of carbon cqpies 
of reports rendered by said Ruddy as 
manager and said Robbins as assistant 
manager and various operatives of the 
Burns Detective Agency.” 

The affidavit continues: 

“(a) That the operatives, some four- 
teen (14) in number had been selected 
from New York, Baltimore, Washington, 
Philadelphia and perhaps other points 
and concentrated in Washington, D. C. 

“(b) That each of these operatives 
had a designation other than his name. 

“(c) That the operatives weré as- 
signed to and in fact registered and 
made their headquarters in various 
hotels in the City of Washington. 


Operatives’ Reports Cited. 


“The said reports show that each of 
the jurors empanelled in the above case 
was under surveillance for various 
lengths of timp, with the sole exception 
of juror No. 6, Robert G. Flora. The 
reports show that the operatives began 
their activities on the day that the jury 
was sworn in the above cause; that one 
or more operatives was or were from 
time to time assigned to the shadowing 
of particular jurors; that they ascer- 
tained to whom jurors talked, where 
they visited, the license numbers of all 
cars in which they rode or the occu- 
pants of which they interviewed or con- 
versed with. In some cases the'reports 
show that these operatives under in- 
structions attempted to make contacts 
with people who had been seen in the 
company of jurors or with them when 
the jurors were in business contact. 

“The reports of said Charles G. 
Ruddy show that he was frequently in 
touch with the so-called ‘client’ that 
he rendered synopses of the reports to 
said ‘client’ frequently; that he took 
instructions from said ‘client’ and that 
at the ‘client's’ request and direction 
he moved his operatives from various 
hotels to the Wardman Park Hotel so 
that they would be nearer to ‘client’s’ 
home and out of the beaten path. 


Home Mortgage Invest d. 


“They show that in at least one in- 
stance these operatives have investigated 
the ownership of a home by a juror and 
the question whether ‘said home was 
mortgaged and who held the ffortgage; 
this obviously for some ulterior pur- 
pose not connected with the juror's 
duties. 

“Further reports show that these 
operatives have investigated the finan- 
cial status of a man who lived next 
door to one of the jurors, all this ob- 
viously for the purpose of establishing 
a point of contact with the juror in 
question. 5 

“One of theSe reports further shows 
that recently a number of the opera- 
tives were released and sent home from 
the City of Washington for the reason 
that the ‘client’ did not desire certain 
of the members of the jury to be 
longer closely scrutinized. 

“Said marshals further seized a docu- 
ment consisting of a rather detailed 
history and description of each of the 
twelve (12) jurors sworn in this case, 
which was found in the possession of 
said Ruddy. 

“Said marshals further seized a num- 
ber of sheets containing a very large 


of the whispers began to have sub- 
stance. Whispers of a “juror” or 
“jurors” in a “speakeasy.” Whispers of 
a raid on detectives at work on the 
case. Whispers of the part Neil Bur- 
kenshaw and William Shea, assistant 
district attorneys, had played. Whis- 
pers of the names of the prominent 
men. Whispers of possible action for 
contempt, if any one spoke out loud. 
Whispers that dealt with a mistrial, 
and whispers fixing with accuracy but 
individual conflict the possible date 
of the new trial. 

By afternoon the whispers must have 
spread all over Washington: Pressure 
upon the courtroom doors increased. 
They had no sooner been opened than 
every seat was taken. Whispers de- 
manded more seats for the press. Bail- 
iffs in low voices cross-examined those 
already seated and ejected all but the 
witnesses or interested parties to the 
case, Thos* who had managed to get 
inside and stay there breathed whis- 
pers. They died down perforce as Jus- 
tice Siddons entered the room again, 
but when the presiding judge an- 
nounced that it would be all afternoon 
and night before he would be ready to 
speak they took on new life. 

There were whispers as to the where- 
ab tre of thé judge, his refusal to see 
any. one and his probable decision. 
There were: whispers that the affidavits 
were already in type only waiting for ju- 
dicial release. Increased whispers as 
to their cédntents and more circumstan- 
tial breathings as to their number and 
sensational character. 

Those who had come to whisper re- 
mained standing about the halls. They 
were apparently unable to resist the 
charm of the opportunity to breath 
what they thought or guessed as long 
as there remained any one to whom 
they could whisper. 

And then at last the whisper, “The 
affidavits have been released.” Con- 
Jecture was supplanted. by fact, and 
all those who had whispered were pos- 
itive that they alone of all those who 
had whispered ‘had whispered right.

amount of detail with regard to auto- 
mobile license numbers and ownerships 
of said licenses collected by the various 


operatives in scrutinizing the license 
numbers in care of persons with whom 
the jurors came in contact, 

“Affiant believes, and therefore avers, 
that these lists of license numbers were 

btained in order to find out who were 
in contact in business and in a friendly 
way with the jurors in order to estab- 
lish some means of contact through 
such persons with jurors. 

“Said reports and accounts kept by 
the said Ruddy, which were also seized 
by said marshals, show conclusively 
that large sums of money were being 
paid to said operatives over and above 
their salaries as so-called expense money, 
said sums in some instances running 
as high as $36 for a single day. 

“Said reports further show that said 
operatives followed jurors into res- 
taurants and into other places, followed 
them to their places of business and 
watched them there, followed them to 
their homes and that in one instance 
one of said operatives took a room in 
a lodging house opposite where one of 
the jurors lived. 

“I hereby exhibit to the court the 
papers and documents seized under said 
warrant as aforesaid.” 


Donald T. King Statement. 


The affidavit of Donald T. King fol- 
lows: 


“Donald T. King, being first duly 
sworn according to law, upon oath de- 
poses and says that he is employed at 
the Washington Herald, a newspaper of 
Washington, as a rewrite man; that 
it is his duty, among other things, to 
receive and answer calls made on the 
telephone to the city editor of said 
Washington Herald; that at about 
11:30 m. or 12 o’clock midnight, 
Friday, October 28, 1927, the said tele- 
phone rang and affiant took up the 
receiver; that he heard a male voice 
on said telephone ask if that was the 
city editor; that he answered that it 
was; that the said voice then spoke in 
substance as follows: ‘Are you people 
interested in a new lead on the Fall- 
Sinclair case?’ that affiant answered 
to the effect that of course they were; 
that the voice then said in substance, 
‘Well, they are going to hang the 
jury;’ that affiant asked how he knew 
that; that the voice answered in sub- 
stance, ‘I heard & man say so;’ that af- 
fiant asked whom he had heard say 
so, and that the voice answered that 
it was one of the jurors; that affiant 
asked him what juror, and the voice 
answered, after some hesitation, that 
the name of the juror in question was 
Kidwell; that affiant then asked the 
name of the person to whom he was 
speaking on the telephone; that the 
speaker, after considerable hesitation, 
answered that his name was Akers 
and that he was a conductor on the 
F street car line of the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co. 


Reporter Seeks Informant, 


That after some difficulty and delay 
affiant learned from the said street car 
company the home address of said 
Akers and visited him there; that is to 
say, at No. 206 Seventh street south- 
west, Washington, D. C., on the morn- 
ing of Saturday, October 29, 1927; that 
affiant identified said Akers as the per- 
son who had made the said telephone 
call, and requested him to make an 
affidavit to the same effect as the state- 
ments he had made over the tele- 
phone; that said Akers refused to do 
this, but agreed to take affiant to the 
place where Akers said Kidwell fre- 
quented and where Kidwell had made 
the statements that prompted Akers’ 
telephone call; t..at, accordingly, on 
the afternoon of Saturday, October 29, 
1927, affiant met said Akers in front 
of a soft-drink establishment at No. 
411 Four-and-a-half street southwest, 
Washington, D. C., was introduced by 
said Akers to a Mr. Kidwell whom 
Akers called Eddie, and entered said 
premises in company with Akers and 


Kidwell. 
Cites Talk With Juror. 


That in the course of a conversation 
among Akers, Kidwell and affiant, Akers 
remarked to Kidwell something to the 
effect that Kidwell had no right con- 
victing anybody of anything after all 
he had done himself; that Kidwell 
laughed at this and said that he never 
did anything in his life; that Akers 
then remarked that he didn’t see how 
Kidwell had been picked as a juror; 
that Kidwell either at that time or 
later in the conversation remarked 
that he, Kidwell, was a pretty good 
yes-and-no man; that he would give 
his answers yes or no as he wanted to 
give them, and these smart lawyers 
could not make him say what he did 
not want to say; that Kidwell further 
remarked.that he was getting $5 a day 
for service on said jury and was not 
paying a whole lot of attention to what 
w going on; that Kidwell further re- 
marked that there was nothing wrong 
with this fellow Sinclair; that he was 
all right, and that he was a democratic 
fellow, and that he acted just ke any- 
body else, and that he had so much 
money that he didn’t have to put on 
airs. 


Tells of Jurors’ Dice Gamé. 


“That in the course of said con- 
versation, Akers remarked to Kidwell 
that he supposed Kidwell would be 
riding around in a big car soon and 
that Kidwell, in response, stated sub- 
Stantially as follows: ‘Well, if I don’t 
have one as long as this block I will 
be very much disappointed’; that 
Akers stated to Kidwell in the manner 
of an inquiry that he supposed Kidwell 
was figuring on getting something out 
of this and that Kidwell said in 
response that Sinclair had plenty of 
money, that money was nothing to 
him, and that there was no limit to 
what he might do if he wanted to; 
that Kidwell also stated that the 
members of the jury, of which he was 
one, had on one occasion had a game 
of cards and when one of the jurors 
had ‘gone broke,’ Kidwell himself had 


Kidwell then made the remark, in the 
conversation herein referred to at 
Which afflant and Akers were present, 
that he would get something out of 
the dice game if he didn’t get any- 
thing else.” 


Car Conductor's Affidavit. 


The affidavit of J. Ray Akers was as 
follows: 

“J. Ray Akers, being first duly sworn 
according to law, on oath deposes and 
Says that he is 34 years old and em- 
ployed as a conductor by the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co.; that he 
lives at No. 206 Seventh street south- 
west, Washington, D. C.; that he knows 
& man by the name of Kidwell at pres- 
ent serving on the petit jury in the 
trial of the case of United States vs. 
Sinclair and Fall; that he has known 
said Kidwell for about three years; that 
he has discussed the said case with 
Kidwell during the past two weeks; 
that on Saturday, October 29, 1927, af- 
fiant and Mr. King, of the Washington 
Herald, were in conversation with said 
Kidwell, in the course of which Kid- 
well expressed a great admiration for 
Mr. Sinclair, one of the defendants in 
Said case,. because of Mr. Sinclair's 
democratic manner; that Kidwell re- 
marked that he was getting $5 a day 
upon this jury while he was there, but 
he was just putting in his time and 
was not paying a whole lot of attention 
to the evidence as it was submitted; 
that Kidwell further remarked that he 
could not see any advantage to him in 
bringing in a verdict of conviction, 
while there might be some advantage 
in bringing in a verdict of acquittal in 
said case. 

That affiant remarked to Kidwelly 
something to the effect that he ought 
to be well fixed. whereupon Kidwell re- 
joined that he expected to have a car 
as long as the block; that Kidwell

quarters and formerly a precinct de- 
tective at No. 4 Precinct had remarked 
to him, Kidwell, that he was a fine fel- 
low to get on that jury and that he 
didn’t know how Kidwell had got on, 
and that Kidwell had stated to him 
that he was a good yes-and-no man.” 


Littleton Discusses Issue. 


The following is a transcript of the 
remarks made by counsel for the de- 
fense in Justice Siddons’ chambers, 
following the submission of the Gov- 
ernment’s affidavits: ~ 

The Court—Have counsel 
to say? 

Mr. Littleton—Of course, these prob- 
lems are the most difficult and nebu- 
lous problems to deal with in the 
trial of a case. Ordinarily, I would, in 
any case, say that wherever there be 
any question as to whether the trier 
of the facts of & case is an honest 
or dishonest man, or a person who 
can be relied upon, everybody should 
fall back from that situation and Say: 
“We want nothing to do with it.” In 
other words, it must be that we must 
all demand and seek a fair and im- 
partial trial of this case, whatever the 
consequences of that trial may be to 
the defendants or to the Government. 
We mus not, as counsel for the de- 
fense, or for the Government, in my 
opinion, insist upon any advantage 


anything 


beyond the advantages which come | 


under the administration of the law 
in the open forum. 

Now, I do not know the first thing 
about any of these things. Counsel 
for ths defense knew absolutely noth- 
ing concerning any of these matters 
until late last evening, when knowledge 
of the fact that some such search war- 
rant had been issued and some such 
thing as has been described here was 
done. We read—and this is what I 
desire most particularly to speak of 
now—in the morning paper, one of the 
Washington papers, a very flambouyant 
article in which it was said that this 
motion for a mistrial would be made 
this morning, not attempting to state 
the grounds upon which the motion 
would be made, but being an article 
which was heralded in the Herald—if 
I may be excused for a pun—all over 
the city, and I think dispatched all 
over the country by the service which 
reports those things, that this motion 
would be made and the jury would ur- 
doubtedly be discharged, or a motion 
made to discharge the jury. 


Effect of Motion. 


Of course, it will be known what 
this is about, without anybody here 
being guiiy of the slightest impropriety 
in this room, after we go-out. It is 
bound to be known what this motion 
is about. We can not keep things of 
this sort under cover. As Your Honor 
said this morning, it is something that 
we do not like to do anyhow, and that, 
coupled with the fact that the motion 


Shows 


was heralded in advance, and the fact | deems necessary in the administration 


that it is going to be discussed, is 
bound to find itself in this case and 
among these jurors. 

I. have always been of this opinion, 
and I have had a considérable number 
of cases where the question of motions 
for mistrials have been put; that where 
the Government of the United States 
makes a motion for mistrial based 
upon misconduct, however the merits 
of that thing might be decided by it- 
self, the mere making of the motion 
and the knowledge of that motion go- 
ing about leaves the defendants in no 
position to believe that they can re- 
ceive a fair and impartial trial after 
that motion is made. I do not say 
that these gentlemen did it for that 
purpose. Far be it from me to say 
so. I simply say that the effect, the 
inevitable, unescapable effect of a mo- 
tion under those circumstances is to 
bring terror to the jury, to bring fear 
to the jury, and to make them less 
free to consider the case with an open 
mind and a fearless result, because 
after all every man stands in awe of 
his Government, albeit it is his Gov- 
ernment, it is, after all, above him, and 
he does stand in awe if a juror’s and 
citizen’s knowledge hovers close to 
them and they feel the Government 
hovering about them; they do feel 
that way. 


Defendants at Disadvantage. 


While the suggestion was not made 
by motion that the Government do 
move that a mistrial of this case. be 
declared, I am prepared to say for my- 
self, as counsel for Mr. Sinclair, that 
the making of a motion and the pro- 
mulgation of it In advance—and I do 
not say that these gentlemen had the 
slightest thing to do with that, because 


‘'I do not know a thing about it—and 


the subsequent promulgation of this 
motion or this proceeding, much of 
which undoubtedly come about, puts 
the defendants at a disadvantage in- 
stantly in the case, for the reasons 
that I have just stated. 

That is my view about it. The 
balance of these affidavits I do not 
know anything about, and I should, so 
far as I am concerned, if there was 
anything to be done about this, have 
to ask time to consult about it, be- 
cause I do not know. 

The Court. Well, I gather, colonel, 
from what you have said, that for 
probably different reasons you now feel 
that a determination of this matter— 
if, for instance, the Court concluded to 
go on with the trial of the case, you 
feel that from this moment on the 
results might be more serious to your 
client? 


Sees Juror Terrified. 


Mr. Littleton—I can not escape, sir, 
that feeling. That is my real feeling 
about-it. I do not know whether it 
is shared by my associates now. But I 
am speaking now; being on the floor 
and leading for my side. I1 am speak- 
ing now for the moment, and I say 
that since I have seen what the mo- 
tion was or what the proceeding is 1 
can not escape that conclusion, and I 
think that it is the conclusion of al- 
most any person who is acquainted 
with the administration of the law, 
that that would be the result. And 
In saying that I do not mean to say 
jthat I have any charge to make that 
such a. motion, if it has been made,

tion where he feels that he can not 
obtain probably a fair and impartial 
trial before that jury.

The Court—I want to say, Colonel, 
th:.t. I do not interpret up to this mo- 
ment that the action of counsel for 
the Government is a motion that they 
are making to the court. I have inter- 

reted their action, and I think the 
nguage that Senator Pomerene has 
used from the beginning is merely, that 
under the responsibility of their pres- 
ent obligation in this case and duty in 
this case, certain information having 
reached them, they have felt it their 
duty, to bring the matter to the Court’s 
attention. 

Mr. Littleton—Yes. 

The Court—And perhaps at the mo- 
ment it is for the Court to take action. 


View of Government Counsel, 


Mr. Littleton—yYes, quite, but he did 
say one thing, if I may draw your 
Honor’s attention before sitting down, 
that caused me to make the statement 
that I did, that he did not feel that a 
trial up to the full administration of 
law and justice under these circum- 
stances set forth in the affidavits could 
be had, or words to that effect. 

The Court—I should rather suppose 
that if that were not 1e case, that is, 
I mean that if Government counsel did 
not entertain that feeling with regard 
to the information that has reached 
them and in turn now communicated 
to the Court in this form—I do not 
think he has said anything to the Court 
about the matter of a motion. 

Mr. Hoover—If Your Honor please? 

The Court—yYes, Mr. Hoover, 

Mr. Hoover—If Your Honor please, I 
want to say to the Court that the first 
intimation that I had of anything of 
this kind was yesterday afternoon, 
when Mr. Littleton and myself were in 
my office, and we learned about this 
search warrant which is part of the 
record presented to Your Honor this 
morning. That is all we know about 
it in any way. We Know nothing about 
the merits as disclosed by the affidavits 
which are filed here this morning. We 
received information in regard to the 
matter first by the newspaper article 
which appeared in the Washington Her- 
ald this morning—which Your Honor 
has not seen—which clearly shows that 
it was broadcast all over the city, and 
no doubt came to the attention of some 
of the jurors, some veiled intimation 
or suggestion that an investigation had 
been made by the Washington Herald, 
and that the matter which had been 
disclosed by their investigation had 
been communicated to the District 
Attorney’s office, and investigation set 
on foot by the District Attorney had 
substantiated the information which 
had been disclosed by the Washington 
Herald. 


Finds Jury Under Suspicion. 


In view of that publication, followed 
by the affidavits which have been filed 
this. morning, which, whatever may be 
the strictest secrecy observed here by 
all present, nevertheless is going to 


'reach the community in general, and it 


is going to reach the members of this 
jury, I say that I concur heartily in 
what Mr. Littleton has just said to 
Your Honor, that the mere filing of 
these affidavits and the publicity which 
will be given to this matter would pre- 
vent any jury from rendering a fair 
and impartial verdict in so far as the 
defendant is concerned, The jury 


would be under a cloud. It would be 
under a suspicion, and the jury to my 
mind would be terrorized and would be 


| deterred, even in a case where the evb- 
, dence would fail to warrant a convic- 
ition, in acquitting the defendant on 


trial. 

Now as to the position of the other 
defendant, I have no méans of knowing 
that, because since this matter was 
broached we have not had an oppor- 
tunity to confer. But I would suggest 
to Your Honor that we be accorded an 
opportunity to confer with counsel rep- 
resenting the other defendant, and then 
we can state more clearly to Your Honor 
what our position is with reference to 
the matter which is now pending.

Court Questions Hoover. 


The Court—I gathered, Mr. Hoover, 
from what your colleague, Mr. Littleton, 
said, that speaking at least for himself 
and from his own view of the matter, 
he feels that whatever might be the 
‘truth or falsity of the matters set out 
lin these affidavits, that in the manner 
‘in which the matter has come up to- 
day that it is hopeless in his view to 
expect that from now on the jury will 
be able to give consideration to the 
remaining testimony in the case, with 
the attitude of mind and conscious 
rectitude, if they entertain that, of 
their own conduct.

The Court—yYes, I was going, of 
course, to call on counsel for the 
other defendant, Mr. Leahy and Mr.

Mr. Leahy—Yes, 
pleases. 

Supplementing what Mr. Hoover 
stated, the first knowledge that we had 
or intimation of anything of this sort 
or kind came to us last night, and had

« Seeks Impartial Jury. 


Then this morning we read in the 
newspaper—in fact, my attention was 
called to it by a news man calling me 
on the telephone and asking me if 1 
knew anything about the article in the 
Herald. and abowt 8:30 this morning 
I went out on the corner and bought a 
Herald and read it. So that our infor- 
miation is from the newspapers and the 
affidavits, which we have just read for 
the first time. 

Of course we know absolutely nothing 
about the averments or about the mer- 
its thereof or the truth or falsity. But 
with reference to the jury, all that we 
ever asked for, all that we ever want is 
a fair, impartial jury. Your Honor will 
Srecall that when there was some doubt 
with referénce to one juror, who on his 
voir dire had answered that he had 
an opinion which he thought he might

our position, Knowing that all we 
sought was a fair and impartial jury, 
what would he answer if he could answer 


with reference to his entertaining an 
opinion. And Your Honor will recall 
that after you had taken him over 
some ground you finally had to excuse 
him because he went from one opinion 
to another. So I say that all we ever 
asked for in this cise was a fair and 
impartial Jury. Notwithstanding what 
might have been said, we never had 
any fear of the facts. Give us a fair 
and impartial jury and allow us to 
present the facts in the case and we 
had no fear And inasmuch as this is 
not being said in public, the only fear 
at any time we ever entertained was 
in our inability to get a jury who 
would not be afraid, who would not be 
perhaps terrorized from one standpoint 
or another. 


Matter Now Before Court. 


Now, I think it was the Government’s 
duty to bring this to the attention of 
the Court. I think if any one of us 
had been in their place we would have 
done the same thing. Your Honor will 
recall that on one occasion information 
similar to this had come to the atten- 
tion of the district attorney’s office and 
the jury was locked up. Maj. Gordon 
knows it well. 

So that, so far as the jury being ter- 
rorized or not, we can not speculate 
about the matter, but it goes to this 
fact, that these matters have been pre- 
sented to Your Honor for Your Honor’s 
attention by the Government. We 
heartily join with them in that they 
ought to have been presented, and, as 
I said before, we had determined to 
bring them to Your Honor’s attention 
this morning in the event that they 
had not been brought in the shape of 
these affidavits, a matter, of course, of 
which we had no knowledge. And as 
the matter is directed to Your Honor’s 
judicial discretion, with no formal mo- 
tion in the case, we leave it with the 
expression of those sentiments. 

he Court—You have not expressed 
yourself, Mr. Leahy, at least I did not 
hear you if you did, as to your own 
feeling of what might be the conse- 


quences in the further trial of this | 
case by the presentation of this matter. | 


Sees General Dissatisfaction. 


Mr. Leahy—Well, if Your Honor | 
please, my own frank opinion is this: | 
If this matter is judicially brought to 
your attention, as it is now, regardless 
of the merits, going to the question 
of the impartiality of the jury, the very 
heart of the trial itself, I do not see 
how a further continuance of the trial 
under the circumstances as presented 
by the Government could result with 
satisfaction to anybody concerned in 
the case. If we, for instance, received 
an adverse verdict we would feel as 
though perhaps the verdict had been 
induced by the very action taken. If, 
on the other hand, a verdict of not 
guilty were returned, the Government 
might justly feel as though the jury 
had not been impartial and I think 
they will agree with me on that. 

On the other hand, the jury itself 
would be dissatisfied for the reason that 
perhaps a question had been raised 
with reference to the integrity of one 
of its members. 

So my own frank personal opinion is 
just the same as that expressed by 
Senator Pomerene. 

The Court—Do you concur in that? 
(Addressing Mr. Thompson.) 

Mr. Thompson—I do. And I wish to 
state to the Court that Mr. Leahy has 
outlined the facts in regard to our 
knowledge of this. It came to us last 
evening as he has outlined it. After 
earnest consultation last night we 


agreed that this should come before the 
Court. If not brought otherwise that 
we would bring it, and that prevailed 
until the issue of the morning Herald 
this morning, which, of course, changed 
the entire situation, and disclosed the 
fact that the district attorney had this 
in hand and would bring it to the 
Court’s attention. 

I concur wholly with the observations 
of my cocounsel in this case.

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THE PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


The personnel of the American delegates to 
the Pan-American Congress at Havana is an 
indication of the great importance attached 
to the congress by the United States Govern- 
ment. With Charles E. Hughes at the head 
of-the delegation, supported by distinguished 
jurists and diplomats possessing wide experi- 
ence, it may be taken for granted that the 
policy and attitude of the United States toward 
its neighbors will be faithfully and ably set 


forth. 


If President Coolidge should find it possible 
to visit Havana in January, as he now hopes 
to do, the Pan-American Congress will acquire 
emphasized importance in the eyes of Ameri- 
cans. The vast field of Latin America is a 
closed book to many Americans, who fail to 
appreciate the splendid opportunities open to 
the western republics in promoting peace, 
commerce, and culture by more freely and in- 
timately exchanging their views on interna- 
tional questions. 

Cuba is delighted to act as the host to the 
gotable delegates of both continents, who will 
constitute a forum in which questions of para- 
mount consequence will be discussed. Al- 
though purely political matters are not sup- 
posed to come within the jurisdiction of the 
congress, the mere meeting of responsible 
delegates from Pan-American countries will 
inevitably bring forth valuable information 
and tend to clarify the political views of all 
' gétiterned. It will be an opportunity for the 
Americans to state clearly what the United 
States seeks to do in such delicate situations 
ag'that which has developed in Nicaragua. On 
tHe other hand, the delegates from Chile, Peru 
afid Bolivia will be enabled to state the posi- 
tijn.of their respective countries toward the 
T&cna-Arica question. No doubt the Cuban 
délegates will explain the economic crisis 
tlifough which their country is passing. Other 
q@estions, equally vital to the countries con- 
edpned, will have the benefit of friendly and 
néighborly discussion and counsel. 

In a practical direction the Pan-American 
Céngress can do much to facilitate commerce 
bétween the nations of this hemisphere. In 
the still broader field of international comity 
tHe delegates cah learn and impart much in- 
farmation concerning the progress made 
tdward the codification of international law 
a@ undertaken by the eminent legal experts of 
the two Americas. 


INSPECTION OF MOTOR CARS, 


Maryland is conducting a round-up of all 
its automobiles for clinical inspection. So far 
some 2,600 cars have been inspected, and fully 
a third of them found defective in one of the 
edgential attributes of a healthy machine. 
Btakes, in many instances, have been found 
out of adjustment or in need of relining. 
Lights, horns or steering gear in other Iin- 
stances have been found far from perfect. 
Mdryland’s experience follows closely that of 
New York. 

New York was able to entice only approxi- 
mately one-half of its automobile owners into 
service stations and garages in which the free 
inspection service was rendered. Of the mo- 
tof cars examined 39 per cent were found to 
be: defective in one particular or another. 
Nearly 30 per cent of the defective cars re- 
quired brake adjustment, and on 8 per cent 
the brakes had to be relined. Nearly 50 per 
cent of the defective vehicles stood in need 
of headlight adjustment, 6 per cent had in- 
effective horns, and 10 per cent had faulty 
steering equipment. Officials in charge of 
the campaign subsequently issued a state- 
ment to the effect that in many cases re- 
pairs were made just in time to avoid acci- 
defits, and that in practically every case own- 
erg of the vehicles were unaware of the need 
of adjustment. 

The word ‘‘seaworthy” as applied to ships, 
or“‘airworthy,’’ as applied to airplanes, should 
have the counterpart ‘‘roadworthy” for ap- 
plication to motor vehicles. If only one per- 
som were involved in an accident, the condl- 
tion of an automobile would not be a matter 
of public deoncern, It generally takes two, 
however, to make an accident, and the careful 
driver whose equipment is always kept in tep- 
notch order is at the mercy of the careless 
driver or the one whoSe automobile is not 
“roadworthy.’’ There is growing concern over 
‘ thig type of driver. Various jurisdictions have 
adapted or are considering the adoption of 
regulatory measures. In Pennsylvania, for 
instance, the new automobile code which goes 
inté effect January 1, besides providing that 
brakes must be kept in good condition, and 
that all closed vehicles must be equipped with 
a Windshield wiper, empowers the secretary 
of highways to “suspend the registration of 


any vehicle deemed unsafe, or unfit to be op-- 


erdted, or not equipped as required by the 
law,”’ This provision, according to those who 
have studied it carefully, will drive from the 
highways hundreds of decrepit and outworn 
carg and trucks. 

~New. York City, in which 940 individuals 
were killed by motor cars during the year 
en December 31, last, has a record for the 
| six months of this year of 948 motor- 
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where. The curve on the automobile casualty 


graph continues to bend upward at an alarm- 


ing rate. Carelessness and recklessness, of 
course, are primarily responsible, but defective 
equipment plays a gonsiderable part in con- 
nection with street and highway deaths, for 
the careless and reckless driver is usually 
the worst offender in the matter of defective 
equipment. The timé is ripe for a general 
automobile clinic in every police jurisdiction 


throughout the country. Unfit motor cars 


should be condemned, and only those in ac- 
ceptable mechanical condition permitted to use 
the streets and highways. 


THE AIRPLANE INDUSTRY. 


More than ordinary interest attends reports 
current in New York to the effect that a tenta- 


tive agreement has been reached between 
Giuseppe M. Bellanca, designer of the plane 
in which Chamberlin flew across the Atlantic, 
and members of. the Du Pont family, under 
which mass production of airplanes will be 
undertaken. The Du Pont de Nemours Co, is 
said not to be involved in the deal, the capital 
being provided by several Members of the 
family who are interested in aviation,-together 
with some New York money obtained privately. 

Bellanca recently rented a factory on Staten 
Island, in which he is now engaged in building 
six planes on special order. Should the Du 
Pont,agreement be made final, he would move 
his equipment to Wilmington and take his 
position at the head of an elaborate industrial 
organization. He would be spared all detail 
work, and be left free to devote his entire at- 
tention to airplane design. 

No doubt an organization will be formed be- 
fore long in the United States, which ulti- 
mately will fill a position in regard to the air- 
plane similar to that occupied by General 
Motors or Ford in the automotive field. Years 
ago dominance in an industry came about 
usually through mergers and combinations. 
Today, however, big corporations are born in- 
tact, and although amalgamations may take 
place, it is probable that some airplane manu- 
facturing company will be formed that will 
take and hold a commanding position. 

Henry Ford already is in the lead. For sev- 
eral years the Stout Metal Monoplane Co. 
has .been a branch of the Ford Motor Co. 
Not only has it been constructing planes on 
schedule, but it has been devoting time to ex- 
perimentation and research. The Curtis and 
Wright Corporations also have been on the 
ground early, and have the further advantage 
of owning names and patents associated with 
the pioneering phase of airplane development. 
Yet, should the Du Pont millions line up be- 
hind the production of airplanes, it is more 
than possible that the Bellanca-Du Pont alli- 
ance would overshadow all others. Commer- 
cial development of the aviation industry bids 
fair to be as interesting in its way as was the 
development of the airplane itself. 


INTERNATIONAL COUNTERFEITING, 


There has recently been received by the De- 
partment of State the summary of an interna- 
tional code for dealing with counterfeiters 
which it is proposed shall be submitted, in the 
form of a convention, to all governments con- 
cerned. This convention provides for the uni- 


.fication of domestic legislation so as to insure 


that criminals of this class shall in no way 
be able to escape punishment, but shall be 
faced in all countries with severe and certain 
penalties. . 

The convention further provides that each 
state which may become a signatory shall 
organize a central police office, which will 
receive and exchange all information of a na- 
ture to facilitate the investigation, prevention 
and punishment of counterfeiting. It is further 
proposed that periodical conferences shall be 
held with the cooperation of the banks of issue 
as well as of the central authorities concerned. 

In view of the fact that W. H. Moran, chief 
of the Secret Service Division of the Treasury 
Department, participated in the framing of the 
convention, it is reasonable to presume that 
the administration favors its ratification. 
Counterfeiting is often an international crime 
whose punishment is extremely difficult with- 
out previous international agreement. 


DIRT 


After the war German currency was of so 
little value that a bushel of the paper could be 
purchased for an American dollar. German 
real estate fell into a slump and thousands of 
American, British, French and Spanish sol- 
diers “‘took a chance’”’ and. acquired title to 
lands in the German towns in which they were 
quartered during the days of the occupation. 

Among these speculators in real estate was 
George Grant Alt, of Buffalo. Mr. Alt pur- 
chased an apartment house in Koenigsburg 
and. paid for it in the equivalent of $186, in 
American currency. But he’was not permit- 
ted to hold his purchase, now estimated to be 
worth about $50,000. He claims that he was 
deprived of his purchase through the enact- 
ment of a German law that was retroactive, 
and he has appealed to the State Department 
to help him obtain title. 

It appears, however, that the German courts 
have decided adversely to Mr, Alt’s claim, 
which is said to be the only one of 10,000 like 
transactions. German holders of real estate 
who sold their property during the inflation 
era were allowed to bring action for cancella- 
tion of contracts for the sale of their lands, 
and with the one exception in the case of 
the Buffalo man, all the controversies arising 
out of such transactions have been settled. 


CHEAP. 


A TRADE-MARK CASE. 


One of the most peculiar cases to be brought 
to the attention of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion is that of the E. Waterman Co., of 
New York City. This firm is an exporter of 
American fruits, and a great deal of its busi- 
ness is done with Argentina. It appears from 
the complaint filed with the commission that 
the Waterman Co. registered as its own 


trade-marks the names of several varieties of 


apples and pears, to which registration there 
could have been no possible objection had the 
company, possessed anything like an exclusive 
right to the names. But instead of selecting 
special names for such registration they are 
said to have adopted as their trade-mark the 
names of some of the best known varieties 
grown in the United States. 

Among the apples which they are alleged to 


have claimed as their exclusive property when 


shipped to Argentina are “‘Gravenstein,”’ ‘‘Ben 

Davis,”’ “Spitzenberg,”’ “Jonathan,” ‘Rome 

Beauty” and ‘“‘Winesap,” which names have 

been used to designate these apples for half a 
aq 
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concern; “Flemish Beauty” and “Buerre d’An- 
jou,’’ which were said to have been registered 
as their own brands, have been grown for years 
in every State where that fruit flourishes. 

The complainants against the New York con- 
cern tell the commission that “‘the respondents 
well knowing the facts notified cOmpetitors en- 
gaged in the export trade in apples and pears 
to Argentina that all the varietal names of 
apples and pears were the property of the re- 
spondents, and had been registered by them as 
Arade-marks in Argentina.’’ They are alleged 
to have threatened suits for damages against 
any other exporters who dared to attempt the 
sale of fruits under the names registered by 
them. It is charged that for several years the 
Waterman Co., by such threats, has seri- 
ously interfered with the business of others 
who have apples to sell and who know the 
possibilities of the Buenos Aires market. 

The commission points out that the practice 
complained of, if proved, is in violation of law. 
The company has been required to appear be- 
fore the commission to answer the*complaint. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The Supreme Court of the United States has 
handed down an opinion to the effect that 


“‘when a man goes upon a railroad track he 
knows that he goes to a place where he will 
be killed if a train comes upon him before he 
is clear of the track. He knows that he must 
stop for the train, not the train stop for him. 
In such circumstances it seems to us that if a 
driver can not be sure otherwise whether a 
train is dangerously near, he must stop and 
get out of his vehicle, although obviously he 
will not often be required to do more than to 
stop and look. It seems to us that if he relies 
upon not hearing the train or any signal and 
takes no further precautions, he does so at his 
own risk.”’ 

With responsibility for his life thus placed 
squarely upon the individual, it would seem 
that he could be persuaded to exercise greater 
caution in crossing railroad tracks. 
however, crossing accidents will continue un- 
abated, for the average individual is not prone 
to take the time or go to the bother of making 
absolutely certain that the track is clear. 

The value of a life can not be measured in 
dollars and cents. No matter how much money 
is granted the family of a person killed, life 
can not be restored. The fact that the roads 
in the future may not be held liable for dam- 
ages places additional emphasis upon the neces- 
sity of individual caution. In the meantime 
no railroad should be permitted to lay down 
a new grade crossing. 


THREE-MINUTE MEALS. 


There is in use in London a type of diather- 
mic electrical apparatus for the treatment of 
pneumonia, rheumatism, arthritis and other 
rheumatic ailments. The apparatus develops 
an intense internal heat, and some one not long 
ago conceived the idea that it might also prove 
useful in cookery. Tests were arranged, and 
it developed that diathermic electrical heat 
could bake a potato in 60 seconds, roast a 
steak in 30 seconds and fry an egg in 2 seconds. 
Further experiment now is under way in the 
hope that a system can be devised which will 
reduce considerably the time now consumed in 
preparing a meal. 

Those who have watched an able cook work 
lovingly and leisurely over the preparation of 
a particular dainty will shudder in horror over 
the mere thought of a three-minute meal. 
What has come over the world that gastro- 
nomic satisfaction no longer is considered 
worthy of effort? What pleasure would there be 
in realizing that a dish, even though it were un- 
usually tasty, had been prepared in a few sec- 
onds? What satisfaction would the talented 
cook gain from preparing a choice viand if he 
had to admit that practically no work was en- 
tailed therein? 

The world has little need of three-minute 
dinners. It does need a return to the old days 
in which cooking was an art, and when food 
preparation was a matter of days rather than 
hours. What man does not remember the 
Thanksgivings of his youth, when all the 
female members of the family spent the pre- 
ceding week in careful preparation of mince- 
meat, pastries and relishes? Those were the 
davs! Heaven forbid that progress of any sort 
be made in the “svelopmc-t of diathermic elec- 
trical-food preparation! 


FIRE DANGERS. 


New York State faces a serious situation in 
regard to forest fires. A bulletin issued by its 
conservation commission calls attention to the 
fact that the recent warm, dry weather has 
dried out the ground and that the foliage has 
dropped from the trees later than usual. Thus 
there exists everywhere a heavy carpet of dry 
leaves ready to burst into flames instantly 
from a carelessly thrown match, a dying em- 
ber, or even a spark. Already six forest fires 
are raging in the Catskills and Adirondacks, 
and the commission has prepared an appeal to 
Gov. Smith to exercise the broad powers in- 
vested in the executive by closing the woods 
to hunters. 

A similar condition in the forests exists 
everywhere. Although the inflammability of 
woodland contiguous to the District may not 
be as great as in New York State, the danger 
of fire exists at all times, becoming magnified 
in the autumn when timber has lost its sap, 
when the ground is covered with foliage and 
the woods are full of hunters. The local duck 
season opened this week. From now until its 
close the lowlands will be filled with hunters. 

Those who expect to spend time in the open 
during the coming weeks should realize that 
they have a duty to perform in the prevention 
of fires. Matches, cigarettes or camp fires may 
provide the spark that would lead to a general 
conflagration. New York would be fully with- 
in its rights if it should decide to close its 
forests to all persons until the ‘danger of fire 
is past. Such drastic steps will not have to be 
taken by either Maryland or Virginia if hunters 
and the public generally will be careful in the 
use of fire.

EQUITY RELIEF DENIED 
U.D.C. FACTION IN SUIT 


Hohling Upholds Ansell’s Con- 
tention Issue Is One for 
Law Courts. 


The equity courts will not intervene 
in the controversy between factions of 
the United Daughters of the Con- 


federacy of the District, according to 
an opinion rendered yesterday by Jus- 
tice Hoehling. Motions to dismiss, pre- 
sented by Brig. Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, 
as counsel for himself and certain of 
the defendant officers of the organi- 
zation, will be granted, the court said. 

The question of the right of certain 
individuals to hold office must be set- 
tled in the law courts and not in the 
equity courts, Justice Hoehling ruled. 
The suit was filed September 26 by 
Lillian Chenoweth, as *treasurer of the 
District division of the U. D. C., and by 
other officers of the local organization 
against the District organization of 
the U. D. C., and officers of the vari- 
ous local branches and against Gen. 
Ansell, who had been retained as coun- 
sel by those officers and members who 
sought reinstatement with the national 
organization following the suspension 
order of the convention of 1925. 

The plaintiffs sought an accounting 
from Gen. .Ansell in connection with 
a supposed fee of $300 paid by his cli- 
ents. He contended that if the 
plaintiffs were entitled to any relief in 
connection with this fee they should 
sue in the law courts. His contention 
was sustained.

GORDON SCHOOL BIDS

Lowest Submitted $495,000, 
or $20,000 More Than 
Appropriation. 


Sealed proposals were opened at the 
District Building yesterday for erection 
of the proposed new Gordon Junior 
High School at Thirty-fifth and T 
streets northwest. The prices quoted 
were so high that it was not déter- 
mined yesterday whether the school 
can be built without readvertisement 
or going to Congress for a larger ap- 
propriation.

West has the doub- 
ling requisite of five high cards (the 
Jack in A-J-X-X counts as one) and 
the Ten of Hearts may be of value. 
Should West double and East bid two 
of a Minor, thus disappointing West’s 
hope for a Major response, West would 
call two No Trumps and in that way 
return to his hundred Aces, although 
his contract might be a little risky. 
With two such Majors, the risk of a 
double is well worth taking.

PRACTICAL ADVICE ON SNAKE BITE. 


R. DUDLEY JACKSON has some 
D practical advice of value for first 

aid treatment of snake bite. He 
advises that a tourniquet be applied. 
Then he makes a crosscut incision 
through each fang puncture. Suction 
is then applied to the wound. This 
suction is kept up for at least one-half 
hour. 

If the first aid treatment is not given 
until some time cfter the bite, and 
the arm, leg, finger or foot is already 
swollen, he advises that a line of cross- 
cut incisions completely encircling the 
member be made. This garter of cross- 
cut incisions should be made around 
the most swollen part of the leg, arm, 
hand or foot. If there is a point of 
especially great swelling he makes an 
extra set of crosscut incisions over 
that. 

If some novocain be first injected 
under the skin these incisions can be 
made painlessly. If the swelling is 
considerable, Dr. Jackson continues to 
make the incisions from time to time 
for nine or ten hours, As soon as the 
incisions are made suction is applied. 
The suction can be with a breast pump, 
or with one of the small suction ma- 
chines used by physicians. If none of

| these are at hand everybody knows how 
to heat a lamp chimney or bottle, ap- 
ply it to a surface, and, in that way, 
get suction. And, finally, there is the 
well-known mouth, which is always 
with us. 

_ The tourniquet should be released for 
at least a few seconds’ every twenty 
minutes or thereabouts. 

Finally, Dr. Jackson gives caloric in- 
'jections of salt or soda solutions. He 
keeps the limb wrapped in cloths satu- 
rated with a hot solution of salts, the 
kind used as a laxative. In desperate 
cases he transfuses. I am sure he gives 
antivenin when he can get it. 


The principle of the treatment is that 
snake venom absorbs rather slowly ex- 
cept when a fang has penetrated a 
blood vessel. In ordinary bites the 
poison lies in the tissues for a day. 
It is especially slow in absorbing when 
the bite is into an area where there is 
considerable fat. 

These are not amateur opinions. 
They are based upon very extensive 
laboratory studies of snake venoms. 
After making these test tube studies 
Dr. Jackson made a long line of ex- 
periments on animals, some of which 
he had snakes bite, others of which he 
inoculated with venom by hypodermic 
injection. 

Dr. Jackson does not use permanga- 
nate. He found that using it did more 
harm than good. Experimentally he 
found it useless. When he used it 
practically he found it harmful.

Walker Stops 
McTigue in 
Ist Round 


Manager Halts Bout 
After Veteran Is 
Floored 3 Times. 


Right and Left Hooks 
Earn Victory for 
Champion. 


OLISEUM, Chicago, Nov. 1 (A-P.). 

Mickey Walker, world’s middle- 

weight champion, knocked out 
Mike McTigue, former light-heavy 
weight title holder in the first round 
of a scheduled ten-round fight at the 
Coliseum here tonight. 

McTigue, the Methuselah of the ring, 
was knocked down three times before 
he fell across the middle rope of the 
ring, his hands at his side, his eyes 
closed, helpless and unable to defend 
himself. There he was counted out. 

The end came 2 minutes and 15 
seconds after the fight started, Walker, 
boxing cautiously did not get warmed 
up until a few punches had been ex- 
changed—then he suddenly lashed 
out with a right to the jaw, following 
it up with a left hook, which knocked 
the venerable McTigue into the ropes. 


Walker sailed in, driving ter- 
rific punches to the jaw, and Mc- 
Tigue, looking like an old man, 
started sliding to the floor, but 
fell across the second rope and 
hung there. 


After nine seconds had been counted, 
McTigue attempted to struggle to his 
feet, He was knocked down again, this 
time in Walker’s corner. He got up 
and stood there helpless while Walker 
unmercifully beat him about the head. 
He went down again, got up at nine, 
and then Walker cracked him with 
rights and lefts. He did not fall the 
last time, but dropped to the floor 
completely knocked out. McTigue’s sec- 
onds worked over him frantically for 
at least five minutes before he ‘e- 
gained consciousness. 

Tonight’s battle was the second battle 
between the two Irishmen. They fought 
back in 1925, when Walker was a wel- 
terweight, with the result in doubt. To- 
night, Walker left nothing for McTigue 
to worry about. 


Walker weighed 162 pounds while 
McTigue scaled 17114. McTigue 
made only a feeble effort to fight, 
landing only one solid punch, a 
stiff right to the jaw. 


Roleaux Saguero, Cuban light-heavy- 
weight, scored his third straight knock- 
out by stopping Benny Ross, of Buffalo, 
in the second round of a scheduled ten- 
round bout. 

The Cuban southpaw dropped his op- 
ponent with a left hook to the jaw, 
and the Buffalo boxer was counted out.

Spider Kelly, Veteran 
Lightweight, Is Dead 


Rochester, Minn., Nov. 1 (A.P.).— 
Death today tolled off the final count 
for Spider Kelly, once an outstanding 
contender for the lightweight boxing 
championship. 

Ending a fight of several years 
against disease, Spider died from a 
blood clot on the brain, after an opera- 
tion for mastoid trouble. He was 55 
years old. 

Kelly, whose true name was James 
Patrick Curtin, came here ten days ago 
from Tucson, Ariz., where he had lived 
several years seeking to regain his 
health.

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DUPONT CIAGLE GAR STOP 
LOGATION UNDER ATTACK 


Petition Seeks the Removal of 
Safety Zone to Corner 
of P Street. 


FILED WITH COMMISSION 


The question of where the car stop and 
transfer safety zone should be located 
at Dupont Circle, which has been de- 
bated for two years, bobbed up again 
yesterday. Signatures of 70 persons 
were attached to petitions filed with 
the Public Utilities Commission, urging 
it to abandon the present loading 
zone in Connecticut avenue just south 
of the circle and replace it where it 
was prior to November 1925, at the 
circle and P street. 


Lieut. Col. I. C. Moller, former a&- 
sistant director of traffic, initiated the 
project for removing the zone to its 
present location. He held that the old 
car stop impeded vehicular traffic and 
placed street car patrons in danger of 
being run down by motor Cars. 

The zone was moved as an experi- 
ment, November 6, 1925. In January, 
1926, an effort was made to have the 
experiment dubbed a failure. Capt. R. 
G. Klotz, engineer for the commis- 
sion, submitted a report favoring the 
old site. This was buttressed by a 
petition from 88 citizens and resolu- 
tions from the Conduit Road Citizens 
Association. The director of traffic 
opposed the change back to the old 
location. 

In February, 1926, the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co. submitted a 
petition asking for the old zone. Ten 
days later 51 petitioners indicated that 
they liked the new zone better. Klotz 
again reported unfavorably to the new, 
and present, location. ' 

March 5, 1926, the Washington Rall- 
way & Electric Co. wrote to the com- 
mission a letter admitting that the 
new zone facilitated automobile traffic, 
but complaining that it caused slower 
street car operation than the old zone. 
A week later the commission gave 
permanency to the experimental loca- 
tion by authorizing the director of 
traffic to erect two flashing beacons at 
the new stop to warn autoists of its 
existence.

STORE'S SALE STARTS 
BATTLE WITH POLE 


Family Said to Have Pitched 
In When Told to Take

2 INJURED, 4 ARRESTED 


The opening yesterday of a ten-day 
sale at the store of Israel Milloff, 55 
years old, at 1623 Seventh street north- 
west, precipitated a free for all fight

DISTRICT OPPOSES

Property owners who are assessed

The District government contends 
in its demurrer that the money was 
paid voluntarily and that it is actual- 
ly a tax imposed by authority of Con- 
gress. The Commissioners did their 
duty when they acquired the land, it 
is contended.

ARMY'S HOS 


Report to Council of Churches 
Committee Calls Condi- 
tions “Disgraceful.” 


HOUSES OF MARRIED MEN 
ESPECIALLY CONDEMNED 


Provision for- Post Chapels 
Also Are Declared to 
Be Inadequate. 


The same charge that caused the 
recall to Washington of Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, chief of staff 


of the Army, by President Coolidgesa 
few weeks ago, cropped up from 
another source yeste:day at the semi- 
annual meeting of the general com- 
mittee on Army and Navy Chaplains, 
in the headquarters of the Federal 
Council of Churches, in the Woodward 
Bullding. 

The Rev. Charles S Macfarland, gen- 
eral secretary of the Federal Council 
of Churches, in a report presented at 
the meeting, emphasized the need for 
better housing conditions for the men 
of the Army, and pronounced as “dis- 
graceful” the present quarters at many 
posts. 

He took care also to explain that 
what he said about housing conditions 
in the Army was not an “echo” of 
what Gen Summerali said, announced 
aS the reason for Gen. Summerall’s 
peremptory recall from his tour of 
speech-making. He explained: 

“This report was prepared two or 
three weeks before Gen Summerall 
made the offending speech, and is 
based on observations made in a dif- 
ferent part of the country.” 

Dr. Macfarland, who is chaplain with 
the rank of major in the Reserve 
Corps of the Army, makes an annual 
tour of the Army posts Speaking of 
Army housing conditions, he said: 

“In some posts the quarters provided 
for the enlisted men, and especially for 
the noncommissioned and enlisted per- 
sonnel who are married, and indeed, in 
many cases those for the married offi- 
cers, are disgraceful, and provision 
should immediately be made by Con- 
gress or whoever is responsible for it 
for those men, their wives and their 
children who remain in the service 
after assuming the added responsibil- 
ities of a home. I feel very strongly 
that the whole question of quarters is 
in need of very serious attention.” 


Summerall Commended. 


Dr. Macfarland declared also that 
“some of the places of worship are dis- 
creditable, both to the church and to 
the Army.” The provision of “appro- 
priate chapels” also is a great need, he 
said. Gen. Summerall was highly 
praised in the report. 

Dr. Macfarland recommended the 
erection of a chapel at every post. The 
religious influence is growing in the 
Army, he said, and conditions, as re- 
gards religious matters, generally are 
improving. 

There are 84 chaplains in the Navy, 
and 125 in the Army, it was reported 
at the meeting. The efficiency, under 
the system of providing a chief of chap- 
lains each for the Army and Navy, is 
greater than ever before, and the 
quality of the chaplains not surpassed, 
it was said. 


More Chaplains Proposed. 


It was asserted, however, that both 
the Army and Navy are “undermanned” 
in chaplains. The exjsting number 
should be increased, it was said, from 
one-third to one-half. Little possibility 
of remedy was seen for this circum- 
stance, since it could be remedied only 
by increase of appropriations. 

Chief of Chaplains John T. Axton, 
of the Army, and Chief of Chaplains 
Curtis H. Dickens, of the Navy, spoke 
briefly. The Rev. W. 8S. Abernethy, 
pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church, 
presided. Dr. Macfarland, the Rev. W. 
L. Darby and Dr. Abernethy were ap- 
pointed members of a committee to 
represent the general committee at the 
Armistice Day exercises. 


Wiley Suggests Plan 
To Fix Farm Prices 


Legislation creating a board to de- 
termine the cost of production on farms 
and then to fix prices of agricultural, 
products was urged yesterday by Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, pure food expert, at 
the annual convention in the Raleigh 
Hotel of the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists. Dr. Wiley is hon- 
orary life president of the association, 

The board which he proposed would 
consist of members of the faculties of 
land grant colleges and agricultural ex- 
periment stations, and through their 
work they would enable the farmer 
scientifically to fix the prices of his 
products in order to assure his working 
at a profit.
